CCSNS — Clarke is now recruit- 
ing students and planning for its 
Bachelor of Science in Nursin 
pean pragegni which will begin 
next fall, 

Enrollment in the program, 
which is expected to include be. 
tween ten and 40 students according 
to nursing instructors, will be pri- 
marily for students who have not 
had previous nursing training. 


Dr. Mary Guest, Health Profes- 
sion Advisor at Clarke, said the BSN 
Program will allow students to re- 
ceive a nursing degree while still ob- 
taining a liberal arts education. 


Guest described the BSN as a 
baccalaureate degree centering not 
only on theory and practical techni- 
ques, but also on making initial 
physical assessments and working 
somewhat independently of the 
doctors. She believes the BSN de. 
gree “could make other nursing 
titles obsolete.” 


The BSN is a Prerequisite for 
graduate work, research work, or 
work in specialized areas, including 
teaching, Guest said. Another ad. 
vantage of the BSN degree that 
Guest pointed out over other nurs- 
ing titles; licensed practical nursin 
(LPN) and registered nursing (RN); 
is the possibility of career advanc: 
ment. 

An LPN follows a one-ye 1 
course of study that teaches bac 
nursing techniques. The LPN is 
more or less considered a nurse's 
aide according to Guest, and mu 
work under the supervision of am 
RN. 


The RN learns more of the theory 
behind the techniques but is not 
commissioned to work without the 
supervision of a doctor. The RN ti- 
tle itself is a diploma rather than a 
degree and is issued after a two-year 
course of study and the passing of a 
state exam. 


Elaine Wheeler, an instructor in 
Clarke's program, also emphasized 
the importance of a BSN degree for 
career advancement. She said the 
BSN graduate is in a “position of 
leadership" which enhances the Pos- 
sibility of job advancement in many 
areas. The field of public health also 
becomes open to nurses with BSN 
Preparation, according to Wheeler. 


Clarke is one of three schools in 
northeast Iowa to offer a BSN de- 
gree. Luther College and Upper 
Towa University also provides BSN 
course work but Clarke has the only 
program that offers a four-year 
generic baccalaureate program, 
that, according to Guest, combines 
a liberal arts program with a nurs: . 
ing program at the same time. 
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The University of Dubuque also 
offers a Latter-Half BSN program 
which is open only to nurses already 
holding an RN diploma. Barbara 
Callahan, an instructor in Clarke's 
program, explained that only high 
school graduates will be accepted 
into the BSN program at Clarke. 


Callahan explained how Clarke's 
BSN program came into existence. 
She said a feasibility study was made 
to determine if there was a need for 
a BSN program in the community. 
After the need was identified, the 
study was presented to the Iowa 
Board of Nursing. Clarke was 
granted permission in May of this 
year to begin developing the pro- 
gram. 


Periodic progress reports were 
Prepared for the lowa Board and in 
October the board gave Clarke per- 


mission to begin recruiting students ~ 


for the fall of 1980, Another report 
must be submitted to the board in 
January for further approval and 
Permission to continue the BSN 
Program preparations. 

Clarke's program can not be ac- 
credited by the National League for 
Nursing (NLN) until a BSN class 
has graduated. Consequently, 
Wheeler said plans for accredita- 
tion are being incorporated with 
plain. “or the program develop- 
ment. ““he NLN also approved the 
picliminary program to allow for 
the ree_uitment of students. 


In actdition to the BSN program, 
Clarke presently offers two Allied 
Meal! programs. Students may 
saac UwO years of preliminary cours- 
es for nurses or doctors and then 
transfer to the University of lowa to 
complete the medical require- 
ments, 


There is also a five-year medical 
dietetics program at Clarke. 
Students complete four years of col- 
lege work and one year of field expe- 
rience for a dietetics major. * 


Callahan is pleased with the pro- 
gress of the BSN program. “We 
want the four-year program to be of 
top quality as Clarke is traditionally 
known for,” she said! 


Wheeler anticipates drawing 
students from an area greater than 
the Dubuque vicinity. “To me the 
program is an investment,” she said. 
“It will be expensive to develop but 
it should attract area students.” 


Faculty members of the nursing 
department besides Callahan and 
Wheeler are, Debra Livingston, 


chairperson; Julie Johnson, a 
graduate of the Ohio State Univer- 
sity School of Nursing, and Billie 
Skelley. :

Former ‘Monkee’ solos successfully

Once upon a time, Monday 
nights at my house consisted of my 
sisters and I rushing through our 
dinner as fast as is humanly pos- 
sible and skidding into our respec- 
tive slots before the television set 
just in time to hear the opening 
strains of our favorite theme song: 

“Here we come, walkin’ down 
the street . . . we get the funniest 
looks from ev'ryone we meet...” 

Although their NBC series en- 
joyed a very brief run, the Mon- 
kees gained an immense following 
with their recordings. Formed for 
the television show and not prior 
to it, the group defied the critics 
by releasing a string of incredibly 
successful albums, most notably 
their 1967 1.p., “Pisces, Aquarius, 
Capricorn & Jones Ltd.” It has 
been said that Dolenz, Jones, Nes- 
mith and Tork did not perform 
the music to which their names 
were attached, but a brief scan- 
ning of the liner notes of any of 
their albums and a little common 
sense. will reveal that the Monkees 
not only recorded their songs, but 
were talented musicians as well. 

The most talented of the four 
was a young Texan named 
Michael Nesmith. A gifted guitar- 
ist, Mike also penned a number of 
Monkee tunes: “Mary, Mary,” 
“You Told Me,” and “Papa Gene’s 
Blues,” to name a few. It was he 
who survived, for a brief time, the 
demise of the group with such solo 
recordings as “Joanne” and _ his 
work with veteran conductor 
Shorty Rogers. 

And now, after many years’ 
silence (and, quite obviously, 
work), Michael Nesmith has re- 
turned once again to the 
American music scene with a 
brand new album entitled, “The 
Infinite Rider on the Big Dogma.” 
Produced by Nesmith, the record- 
ing includes ten absolutely smash- 
ing songs written by the artist 
himself, with the exception of the 
final songs, “Capsule (Hello Peo- 
ple One Hundred. Years From 
Now),” which was written with the 


help of the other musicians on the | 


album. 

Remarkably, “Infinite Rider” 
includes songs that would appeal 
not only to hard-core Monkee 
fans, but to the music world in 
general. The opening cut, “Dance 
(Dance and Have a Good Time),” 
has all the earmarks of commer- 
cial success without sounding 
cheap; “Magic (This Night is 
Magic)” contains the romantic 
element that is so very important 
in the’ winning ‘formula of 
Manilow and other heart-tugging 
balladeers of today and yesterday. 

Other noteworthy songs are the 
beautiful “Carioca (Blue 
Carioca)” and the delightful “talk- 
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ing blues” style of “Cruisin’ (Lucy 
and Ramona and Sunset Sam),” 
which relates “the doings of a 
rather unique trio on Los Angeles’ 
famous Sunset Strip. 

“The Infinite Rider on the Big 
Dogma” is, without a doubt, one 
of the best reccordings out on the
